BIG ALMOND TREE ON JOPLIN 
L BE PARENT OF 


OF 


A big almond tree on County Treas­ 
urer J. C. Jo p lin ’s ranch in Bell can­ 
yon has been producing from 100 to 
150 pounds of nuts every year for the 
last quarter of a century, but not un­ 
til lately did its true worth become 
known. 
The shells were hard— the 
hardest of the hard-shell. 
It was a 
job getting the meat out, but once out 
the meat proved to be of good flavor. 
Mr. Joplin did not think the tree had 
any particular commercial value until 
two or three years ago. 
It was well 
known that the tree was a wonderful 
bearer, but its shells were so 
hard 
that it was considered somewhat of a 
good nut to let alone. 


Bu t since almonds do not produce 
steadily here, and, in fact, there are 


but few in the county, the producing 
quality of this old tree attracted at­ 
tention. 
Andrew Joplin, son of the 
county treasurer, was convinced that 
the tree would reproduce in seedlings 
its bearing qualities, and that there 
would be a good market for the nut 
even if it was a hard-shell of hard- 


shells. 
Today, however, has 
demonstrated, 
that the hard-shell is no longer any 
great obstacle. 
The county treasurer 
turned over to Fred M itchell, 
who 
runs a walnut-meat market, supplying 
confectionery shops with nuts, a sack 
of ninety pounds of hard-shells. Mitch­ 
ell adjusted his nut cracking machine, 
and 
put 
the 
hard-shell 
almonds 
through it. 
The result was surpris-

Andrew Joplin has planted 
eight 
acres of trees grown from the 
nuts 
produced by the old tree on his fath­ 
e r’s place. 
That he acted wisely in 
planting is now assured. 
C. E. U tt of 
Tustiu has planted some of the trees 
and will plant more. 
The history of the planting of (he 
tree on the Joplin ranch is interest- 
j ing. 
When Mr. Joplin came to this 
country about thirty-five years ago, 
I he bought a quantity of 
what 
was 
known as Spanish peaches for can­ 
ning. 
They came from the Joel Par­ 
ker ranch. 
The seed 
from 
these 
peaches were planted by Mr. Joplin. 
As the trees began to develop he no­ 
ticed that some three or four of them 
were sending out leaves different from 
the others. 
He gave one to his neigh­ 
bor, Mr. M iller, and kept one, and 
they let the trees come to maturity. 
The one on the M iller ranch proved 
. to be a sour bitter almond, but the 
. one on the Joplin ranch was of fine 
flavor. 
Mr. Joplin concluded that the 
tree was a hybrid. 
The poach blos­ 
soms on the Jo el Parker ranch had 
been fertilized in some way with pol­ 
len from some near-by almond tree. 
This tale of an almond tree 
has 
strung out 
to 
some 
considerable 
length, but the importance of that old 
tree is not to be discounted. 
It is the 
only tree that 
is 
known 
to 
have , 
borne nuts consistently, and 
whose 
seedlings have followed 
also 
with 
good production. 
W ith the success 
of the nut-cracking machine 
in its 
operation on the hard-shells as demon­ 
strated at M itchell’s shop, there is 
no question but what the old tree on 
the Joplin ranch w ill be the parent 1 
of a good many acres of almonds in 
this county.
